EDUCATION AS A WHOLE 


THE STUDENT Grade 1-6 


by F.F. Carnahan 


Principal Sir George Simpson School. 


At birth, an individual is quite unconscious of his environment. -By the time he is grown up, however, he differs great- 
ly from others in his attitude toward his environment. These differences in attitude are mainly the result of learning. 
‘The learning process begins at birth and goes on continuously until death. A very important part of it, however, takes 
place in specially organized institutions which society has set up to teach skills and foster attitudes that are felt 
to be desirable. 

So it is that, at the age of six or there about, children in our North American society are expected to give up happy, 
carefree freedom of their basements, backyards and playgrounds to take up a new and more confining way of life known as 
school". They are no longer merely "children". They are now pupils whom we hope will develop into students or at 
least into useful and acceptable members of society. The pupil is a growing organism, constantly and simultaneously 
developing in four major ways ~ physically, mentally, socially and emotionally. This many-sided and often uneven devel- 
opment creates many problems for both home and school. 

For some children who have older brothers or sisters that have shared their school experiences with the younger family 
members, through talk and imitative play, or for those who have attended kindergarten, schoo) is not an entirely strange 
and foreign land. However, for those who have not had any such experiences, it may represent a very great and sometines 
difficult transition. One difficult thing for the beginner is the expectation suddenly thrust upon him, that he will 
now confine his hitherto unrestrained activity to specific teacher imposed tasks for definite periods of time - and in 
comparative silence! This, coupled with separation from his mother and his own familiar environment sometimes over- 
vhelms the little new pupil for a few days. It requires understanding and sympathy by both teacher and parent to get 
such students orientated without marring or losing that wonderful inquiring and interested attitude that is typical of 
this age. 

It is with the beginning pupil that the school finds its richest opportunity and greatest challenge, for here the child 
is at his most pliable stage of life. His first two years of education are probably the most crucial. He comes to 
school at this time, bringing with him few skills (many have hardly mastered the everyday skills c~ washing, dressing 
and feeding themselves) but with an awakening capability of self-criticism which makes him want to do his best. So he 
wants to be first in games, to avoid being late, and in general, to please his teacher. Of course, he brings along an 
abundance of energy which probably wore neighbors and parents to a.frazzle and which now has to be channeled in desir- 
able directions by the teacher and school. 

What is the pupil, during this crucial stage, expected to get out of school? Parents and educators may at times dis- 
agree, but a very limited general statement of the school's purposes for the pupil at this time, as understood by the 
writer, could be set out as follows: 

‘The pupil should make a proper adjustment through sympathetic guidance, from a self-centered individual to a contribut- 
ing member of a group. Although the transition from home to school is sometimes difficult, as we have already noted, 
the pupil gradually becomes sensitive to the rights, desires and contributions of others through his carefully guided 
work and play with his classmates. 

The pupil is expected to establish loyalty to worthwhile principles. He finds that his teachers demand and reward such 
things as honesty, truthfulness and punctuality and that they highly disapprove of the opposites of these. He learns 
to recognize that his home, his school and his community are effective organizations for better social living. 

The pupil is expected to gain proficiency-in the skill subjects and to acquire good work habits. This means that he 
learns to read and write and to stick at a piece of work that he starts until it is finished. 

These purposes are of course, applicable to all educative experience and are bolstered and reinforced throughout the 
pupil's school career, But it is in these two initial years that the foundation for future training is laid. 

By the time he reaches Grade Three, the last year of primary school, the child has considerable mastery of the working 
tools and in Grade Three and Four he is ready to expand his educational experiences. His interests now can go beyond 
people and things related only to himself. He can enjoy learning about people and happenings in the past or in other 
places in the world. 

Now, however, his physical and social development may begin to present some problems. Some descriptive phrases used by 
teachers and psychologists in connection with children of ages 8, 9 and 10 (about Grades Three and Four) are: seems 
hurried and untidy, likely to have many accidents (scrapes and bruises, things broken, etc), a great deal of antagonism 
between girls and boys. At the same time, the pupil may be described as having good rhythmic sense, and may co-operate 
well with playmates and adults. 

‘The Grade Five and Six pupil enters a period of marked rejection of adult conventions. He will exhibit all kinds of 
boasting, teasing ani showing off, with an aim to showing his fellows his supposed fortitude and cleverness, even in the 
face of adult disapproval. Psychologists refer to this period as "the gang age". Boys especially, like to actually

The hopes of Canadian outdoor sportsmen 
approach fulfillment next week at Ottawa 
The establishment of a national organiz-| 
ation has long been the dream of all 
provincial conservation-minded sports- 
men's groups. 

On November 2 - 3, twenty-one delegates 
from seven provincial Fish and Gaze 
organizations will hold a two day meet~ 
ing at the Chateau Laurier. These del- 
egates represent 750 local associations 
with a total membership in excess of 
150,000 outdoor sportsmen. Provincial 
groups from Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island and Newfoundland are expected to 
affiliate in 196 
‘The Founding Convention of the Canadian 
Wildlife Federation is the result of 
action undertaken just one year ago at 
the "Resources for Tomorrow” Conference 
in Montreal. At that time a unanimous 
decision of intent to form a national 
body was expressed by sportsmen deleg~ 
ates in attendance. The follow-up acti 
in forming the Canadian Wildlife Feder- 
‘ation is thought by many to be one of 
the greatest tangible dividends of that 
important conference.

The existing provincial organizations 
have long felt a need for a national 
body. Many matters of their concern are 
under the jurisdiction of federal agen- 
cies. The Canadian Wildlife Federation 
will provide the instrument to present 
the organized sportsmen's views on mat~ 
ters of federal control. 

A representative from the National Wild~ 
life Federation, the U.S. counterpart, 
will attend the Convention, giving the 
delegates the benefit of twenty-five 
years experience of operating on a nat- 
ion wide basis. 

One of the major purposes of the Feder- 
ation willbe to promote the cause of 
conservation throughout Canada. The 
national body will also assist its prov- 
incial affiliates in working for sound 
renewable resource management, with em- 
phasis on the welfare of wildlife. Sup- 
plementing the present projects of the 
provincial groups in the fields of fire~ 
arm and water safety, land-owner - sports| 
aen relations, habitat improvement, new 
species introduction, predator control, 
wilderness area preservation, and above 
all the encouragement of good sportsman- 
ship practices will be some of the major 
objectives of the Canadian Federation, 
Zampaigns to promote more healthful out~ 
door activity participation by Canadian 
adults will be instituted. Special en- 
shasie will be placed on encouraging the 
aatural interest of the nation's youth in| 
sur wildlife and to help instill in them 
the principles of good sportsmanship. 

The Head Office of the Federation will be! 
retablished in Ottawa and authority for 
airing an Executive Director willbe del- 
»gated by the Convention. ' A closing 
Uinner will be held Saturday evening and 
.t is expected that Hon. Walter Dinsdale 
Minister of Northern Affairs and Natural 
Resources willaddress the Federation 
"Founding Fathers". 

The Ottawa Convention is considered by 
all responsible Canadian sportsmen to be 
the most important milestone in the his- 
tory of this country's conservation move-| 
gent. Many contend that the long range 
benefits of the Canadian Wildlife Feder 
ation make this occasion comparable to 
the birth of the national labour or farz 
movenents.

For this is a town orier at his 
work. Before the days of radio, tele~ 
phone and loudspeaker vans, all public 
announcements were "broadcast" by the 
local town crier, an office which in 
some places goes back to the thirteenth 
century, and despite these modern devel- 
opments a number of towns all over the 
country still have their criers today. 
They are some of the most colorful and 
picturesque survivals of Old England, 
for they still wear their traditional 
costumes, usually a red or blue caped 
coat and a cocked hat —- though the un- 
iform varies slightly with each town — 
and they all carry a handbell to herald 
their announcements. 

‘The west of England and Wales in partic- 
ular, still have quite a large number of 
eriers, and one often finds them at sea- 
side towns. Their "cries" may be about 
all sorts of modern things - a temporary 
cut in electricity or water supplies 
while repair work is done, or news of a 
garden fete or local gala, and there is 
an added piquancy in seeing the gay, old 
world figure ringing his bell, and hear- 
ing the "Oyez" followed by some strictly 
twentieth-century announcement. 

The highlight of the town criers' year 
is their National Championship held an- 
nually at Hastings, the south-coast Sus- 
sex resort, ‘Twenty or more criers come 
from all over the country *to compete, 
and it is one of the most interesting 
and unusual occasions of the year. Each 
man, resplendent in his own particular 
uniform, has to "cry" a test piece. The 
first prize is a challenge cup and $150.

ANCIENT TRADITION 
BEHIND BRITAIN’S 
TOWN CRIERS 


"oyez, Oyez, Oyez!" The word may sound 
like "0 yea", "He yea", or "0 yes", but 
wherever you hear it in Britain, it is 
always worthwhile to stop, look and lis- 


‘and there are second, third and fourth 
prizes, and special prizes for the best 
dressed competitors. The criers are en- 
tertained to a civic lunch and then 
march in procession, headed by a band, 
to the place where the contest is held. 
Tt seems natural enough to find that 
some of the competitors come from towns 
which have had an official crier for hun 
dreds of years — Marlborough in Wilt- 
shire, where the office can be traced 
back to 1204; Hastings 1205; the Manor 
of Kirkham in Lancashire, also 13th cen- 
tury; Guildford, Surrey, 15th century; 
Wells (Somerset), Padstow (Cornwall) and 
Tewkesbury (Gloucestershire), 16th cen- 
tury. But others are comparatively mod- 
ern and date only from the 1800's or ev- 
en the present century. 

What is a town crier's everyday work now: 
adays? Well, Bill Cruttenden, the H 
ings crier, does a six-day week, morning 
and afternoon "when required" — which 
means always during the summer season. 
Wearing a frock coat trimmed with black 
braid and silver buttons, braided trous- 
ers and a silk hat With a silver band 
and buckle, he “cries” news of dances, 
entertainments, and swiming galas run 
by the corporation. He also does some 
free-lancing for private organizations, 
and after "crying" hours, he acts as 
toastmaster at civic and private gather 
ings. An important part of his work is 
to attend Council meetings and act as 
usher at Quarter Sessions. 

If you happen to be in Bodmin, county 
town of Cornwall, it willbe Harry Sleen- 
an's voice that you will hear giving out 
Bodmin's notices of the day. He vas ap- 
pointed in 1947 and is well-known outside 
Cornwall, for he has been heard on the 
air and has appeared on television. 

In some of Britain's resorts, the town 
oriers are used to proclaim news of lost 
property, Tourists may pay for this ser- 
vice; the message of a "call" is, as a 
rule, about 35-45 words, and in a "full 
ary" this may be repeated 65 times over 
a period of 2} hours. Fees vary, of 
zourse, but in general they range fron 
about 35¢ to $1.50, according to the leng 
th of "crying" tine. With seven hundred 
rears' tradition behind it, it is cheap 
tt the price.
